And he did much to give j 
organized labor in America a form and spirit agreeable to: 
American democracy and individualism, in contrast to'the So- j 
cialistic form assumed by the movement in so many foreign i 
countries.

labor on the whole has yielded so little to the forces of destruc- 
tive radicalism.
